AUTOMOBILE BILL.

Provides for Federal Licensing of Motor
Cams,

NEW YORK, Dee, 3—A f(ederal auto-
mobile bill similar to the one introduced
just before the close of the lasy session
of Congress, will be introduced almost
immediately by Con Cox of
New York who bad charge of the bill
at the last session. Tht bill was in-
Croduded 82 ¥ Tate " s “diythst-nothing
wias done with it. The bill has the back-
ing of the American Automobile Asso-
ciation. It is based on interstate traffic
and provides for fedeml licsusing of
motop cars. These licenses are to be
in addition to the preseni state license,
the only change being that after an
owner has taken out a license in his own
state he can tour in any other state by
oblaining a dederal license. Under pres-
ent copditions, a ear must be licensed
in all states in which it travels, somc
states not even giving one day’'s grace to
an owner from another state to obtain
another license,

COURTMARTIAL CONCLULED.
Lieut, Lefort Charged With Fergery of
Officer’ Names.

NEW YORK, Dee. 3—The evidence in
the court martial of Licut Allen Lefort,
of the U. 8, Army, wus concluded yester-
day snd the court will consider the wse
today. The result will not be given ont
until the finding has been passed on by
the war department and Ahe president.
Livut Lefort is clmrged with iforgery,
it being claimed that he discounted notes
on which the names of various brother
offioers had been forged. Lefort was ar-
rested several months ago when he call-
@l at a hotel, for & decoy letter address-
#d to Major Frank H. Hodges. This Let-
ter mwas petensibly in reply to an apphi-
cation for a loan. Lefort explaived his
action hy saying that he had been nsked
by Lewis F. Buck, desoribed as a desert-
er from the army, to call for the letter
Ha knew that there had been forgeries
going on and he suspected Buck, He'had
secured some evidence agsinst him and
thought that in this letter there would
be more. He said he expected to luy the
whole matter before the authorities.
